In reply to your letter of the 10 December 1976, there was no instance as 
long as two months ago'of a quotation from Louisenthal for Bangladesh paper. 
However, for the current tender for a re-print of 400 million notes we have, 

s a matter of routine, asked Louisénthal to quote. 


I have had to handle.the situation personally concerning this current quote, 
in view of the request from you that we should try to find ways and means 

of taking some tonnage from Louisenthal. Therefore, I can assure you that 
the prices we received from Germany were not passed on to Portals. On the 
contrary and following your instructions, the prices from Portals were passed 
to Beck so that he could prepare a competitive quotation.

Visit of Mr. M. A. Haque, Director (Accounts) 


Bangladesh Bank, Dacca 


Mr. Haque arrived from Norfolk, Virginia on Thursday, October 
13 via National Flight No. 484. I met him at JFK and took him 
to the Saint Moritz Hotel, Sixth Avenue and Central Park South. 
He had been operated on for the removal of a gallstone and had 
recuperated at the home of his brother-in-law, the operating 
surgeon, in Portsmouth, Virginia. In the afternoon he took a 
boat tour around Manhattan Island, choosing to rest in the 
evening. 


I called for him on Friday morning, October 14, and we visited 
the International Division at 70 Broad Street, where we were 
joined by George Guryan and Luis Mendoza. After a briefing by 
Mr. Guryan we walked to the Chemical Bank on Water Street for 

a demonstration of the 300-T. A large commercial deposit was 
being processed by the regular operator, a young Peruvian who 
functioned impressively, indicating a cross-cultural trainability. 
For example, a minor jam occurred which he was able to clear in 
less than 30 seconds. I would evaluate the demonstration as 
excellent, although its applicability to Mr. Haque's requirements 
as a central banker was not precise. 


We returned to 70 Broad Street and met with Mr. Weitzen, who 
reviewed machine flexibility, the new national security printing 
plant in Bangladesh, and demonstrated the new paper security 
elements. Mr. Haque commented that the printing plant was almost 
surely to be awarded to Bradbury-Wilkinson. 


After a late lunch I returned Mr. Haque to his hotel for a rest 
and then I escorted him to JFK for TWA Flight No. 700 to London, 
having informed Messrs. Ashton and Lord of his arrival.
